TORONTO, Novy. 8.—Resumption of 
relations between the Canadian and 
Russian governments in the interests 
of Canadian trade was urged in a 
resolution adopted Wednesday at the 
convention of the All-Canadian Con- 
gress of Labor. Such action would 
be beneficial to Canadian workers, it 
was agreed 

Abolition of spraying machines or 
material injuries to health was ad- 
voeated in another resolution passed 
today. Delegates claim that numerous 
workers had been overcome by fumes 
from spraying machines, in some 
cases being sent to hospital 

Report Denied 

Denial of a report that delegates of 
communistic leanings would speak 
and introduce resolutions of commun- 
istic nature at the convention, was 
made by A. R. Mosher, president of 
the congress 

“We embrace no communists in 
this congress, and we have no use for 


them,” he said. “We are a united 
brotherhood, working for Canadian 
unions and representing Canadian 
labor.”
